tion of its suit brought under the 
Sherman anti-trust law* in New’ York 
against the Cement Manufacturers’ 
Protective Association, member com­ 
panies and individuals; the govern­ 
ment is preparing to set a similar 
suit in motion in the federal district 
court in Kansas City, C. C. Madison, 
United States district attorney, as­ 
serted. 
The action will be based on 
a civil suit filed by Mr. Madison Oc­ 
tober 25, 1921, against Hiram Nor­ 
cross, ow’ner of the Norcross Audit 
and Statistical Bureau, and six ce­ 
ment 
manufacturing 
companies 
which subscribe to the service of the 
bureau. 
The subscribers, according to Mr. 
Madison’s petition, produced, at the 
time the suit was filed, between 4,- 
000,000 and 5,000,000 barrels of Port­ 
land cement annually. 
This, the dis­ 
trict attorney asserted, was sold and 
shipped 
in 
interstate 
commerce 
throughout Missouri, Oklahoma, Kan­ 
sas, Iowa, Arkansas and Nebraska. 
Mr. Madison said that civil suits 
have been brought and awalt prose­ 
cution by the government against 
cement 
organizations 
in 
several 
other cities, among which are Chica­ 
go and Dallas, Texas. 
The district attorney, In a state­ 
ment explaining his petition, alleg­ 
ed that “from the latter part of 1902 
dowm to the present time the Port­ 
land cement Industry has been sub­ 
jected in whole or in part to numerous 
restraining influences in the nature 
of agreements, combination and con­ 
spiracies entered 
into 
and carried 
out through the instrumentality of or­ 
ganizations known as associations or 
bureaus.” 
The 
petition 
charges 
that sub­ 
scribers to the Norcross bureau ob­ 
tained through it information which 
they conspired to employ in restraint 
of 
intestate 
trade 
in 
Portland 
cement. 
Mr. Madison asserted that the de­ 
fendant 
corporation, 
which has of­ 
fices in Missouri, Kansas and Colo­ 
rado, “entered into a contract with 
the Norcross bureau to furnish it in­ 
formation concerning cement stocks 
production, 
sales 
and 
shipments, 
prices, terms and conditions of all 
sales or offers to sell and all rela­ 
tions with customers.” 
Besides Norcross, the defendants 
are: Ash Grove Lime and Portland 
Cement Company; Bonner Portland 
Cement Company,

Company 
and 
Western 
States Portland Cement Company, all 
with offices in Kansas City; Mon­
